A state representalive from the 73rd Nebraska distriet, com
prising Fox Rutte and Shervidan counties, Lloyd C. Thomas is making

When
Fe went down to Lincoln to attend the present session of the legisla-
ture, be went with the determination of doing his full share in seeur-
g revogoition for this part of the state and helping to put it on the
map in the extonation of the people of eentral and ecastern Nebraska
and he has been doing it right along. 1t is no disparagment to others
representit ¢, or who have represented, western Nebraska to say that
he has heen second to none in giving favorable publieity to this section
of the state in the same length of time.

To begin with, Representative Thomas was given unusual recog-
nition in committes appointments upon the organization of the legis-
lature, but he was made chairman of the committee on constitutional
amendments.  'n addition to that he has a place on other important
committees, as follows: Committee on committees, special committee
on prohibitory amendment, and the eommittee on judiciary.

It is a noticeable faet that the many newspaper men who have
had anything to say regarding Lloyd's work in the legislature so far,
all have spoken in terms of commendation—exeept one, a jealous bus-
mess competitor; and in order to make his eriticism appear to have
any weight it was necessary to resort to gross misrepresentation.

For months prior to the assembling of the legislature, Lloyd had
heen on the program for a speech at the annual convention of the  e-
braska State Firemen's Association, which was held at Auburn, In
order to attend the firemen’s convention, he seenred a leave of absence
from the legislature. While he was away it happened that a vote was
taken on some phase of the prohibition question, The above men-
tioned J. b. e. published a statement representing that Lloyd was ab-
gent at that time for the purpose of dodging a vote on the question,
the representation being an absolute misrepresentation of faets,

The Nebraska Press Association is composed of several hundred
newspaper men, At their annual convention they appointed a legisla-
ture committee to look after some legislation that they deemed wise
and right, This committtee drafted a bill which they requested
Lloyd to introduce, which he did as House Roll No. 226. The j. b. e.
who had been searching for something with whieh he eould attack the
record of the representative from the T8rd distriet, grabbed at this
bill as the elub with whiel to do his work, but it seems now that the
elub will prove to be a boomerang, The j. b. e. stated that the bill
was a ‘‘one-man " measure, that no one wanted it exeept the man who
introduced it,  The facts already given above show that statement to
he absolutely false. The j. b, e, stated further that if the bill became
a law, a newspaper publisher in Nebraska could take a list of names
of persons who had not subseribed for his paper, send it to them

without it being ordered and then compel them to pay for it. The
absolute falschood in that statement is shown by the following section
from the bill as it was introduced by Representative Thomas -

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No person in this state shall be compelled 1o pay for any
newspuaper,

magazitie, or other publication which shall  Tn
mailer or sent to him without his having subseribed for, o
ordered, the same.

To Amend Corrupt Practices Act

Western Newspaper Union News Serviee, appearing in ** ready-
nrint'’ serviee over Nebraska:

Representative Lloyd C. Thomas, who looks after the interests of
the prople of Box Butte and Sheridan counties, and who is a newspa-
per man, has an amendment to the corrupt practices act that he will
push.,  Under the present law a eandidate need not report travel and
prrsonal expenses, but he must include all other expenditures, inelud-
ing newspaper and periodical advertising. The exeeption in the pres-

nt law reads: " Provided that money expended by any candidate for
is necessary personal expenses ineurred for himself alone, for travel
ind subsistence, for stationery and postage, for writing or printing
ind disteibuting letters, cireulars and posters, and for telegraph and
clephone serviee shall not be regarded as an expenditure within the
neaning of this seetion and shall not be considered as any part of the

statement herein required to be filed.

For a candidate for a state office the limitation is around
1,100, To seeure insertion of a five-inch advertisement one time  in
all the newspapers of the state would cost between $400 and $500,
